Soviet R ussia officially announced 
today, hu t its magnificent defen se 
was hailed as a major factor in 
ho ld ing up th e German spring of­ 
fensive and cost the axis upwards 
of 3 0 0 ,0 0 0 soldiers 
killed 
and 
wounded. 
The Soviets announced that the 
Germ ans lost 150,000 casualties, 
including 60,000 killed, 
in the 
last 25 days of the siege while the 
R ussian losses in that s a m e pe­ 
riod were 11.385 killed and 29,- 
390 w o u n d e d or missing. 
E n e m y Plans Messed 
“ German troops suffered huge 
losses, gett in g nothing but ruin s,” 
th e special c om m uniq ue added.

ragweed 
pollen 
counts 
range from a low of 25 to 1.000 
In Houghton and Keweenaw coun­ 
ties in th e Upppr Penin sula to a 
high of over 200,000 in almost 
the entire southern half of the 
Lower Peninsula. 
The rem ainder of Upper Michi­ 
gan ran k s next to the Houghton- 
Kew eenaw area in 
low 
pollen 
counts, th e average in this 
area 
ran g in g from 1,000 to 5,000. This 
is equalled in parts of only eight 
counties in the n o rth ern section 
of southe rn Michigan. 
T h e counts, taken at 47 
sta­ 
tions from the middle of July to 
late in September, will be 
con­ 
ducted again this summ er. 
Al­ 
th o u g h the tests for 
1940 
and 
1941 show almost identical 
r e ­ 
sults and can be accepted as con­ 
clusive, the 
health 
departm ent 
will not recognize them as offi­ 
cial until it has finished the 1942 
counts.
